A man pays toll 
on this road first to drive around 
Jhe end of a. fallen tree that nearly 
puts him over a hank ten feet below 
to the water; tbeu he straddles a- 
notlier and pick your way among 
stones lafge enough to build the 
Foundation of the new court house. 
Right beyond the ford at Brown 
Yeager’a is the place to find your 
bottomless pits. At Huntersville a 
good many complained of Xhe logs 
fu the ford, but if they had all been 
piled up there 1 could have altaiost 
as easily have dbifen over them. 
Continual dripping will wear away 
a stone, and continual complaint 
may cause this everybody’s bum¬ 
ness to receive attention after a- 
wliile. Roads are our blessing aud 
our curse. Let us invent a system 
that will keep them opeu and not 
worry the poor lumberman who 
would not have bis logs to stop If 
he could help it. *1 Felt inclined to 
write this on account of the unnec- 
cessary severity of some in talkiug 
of this.

The financial stringency which is 
now being felt throughout the conn 
tty, arid which has caused the fail 
lire of several banks, lias led bauk 
ers In New lork to adopt measures 
to meet the difli ally. On Jnue 14 
they had a meeting at winch it was 
decided to provide for the isjjue of 
Clatriiift Hoaae certificates. The 
object of these certificates is to pre 
vent a bank failing when it is sol ! 
vent, us banks sometimes do,under 
a tttdden strain. Under tluf ordi¬ 
nary >.\ stem a bank is expected lo 
pay in cash, the same day. any hal¬ 
ation Unjoining due from it to ail- 
other bank. If its customers have 1 
wltlidra vn their deposits, or it has 
heon lending money freely* it may 
not be aide lo settle ifanoooiints so 
promptly, ait hough it may have se¬ 
curities hi its safe ulneli wnnld 
dime Ilian cover the amount, :f it 
had rime to turn trieni into money. 
Under the new amiugeineiit, a 
Uni*k, no circiunst«iiiced 9 can submit 
these seenmies fi> the Clearing 
House Committee, who wlll.give to 
the bank*ir*certificale to the extent 
of three quarters of their value.— 

These fcertificnteH the several hanks 

% 

mutually agree to receive instead of 
cash, the hank offering them to pay 
the bailee receiving them six |>er 
cent iutiMcst until they are liquida¬ 
ted. The arrnngeme t seems con¬ 
trary* to the principles on which 
business is usually conducted. So 
far from the bankers de^ring the 
failure of their rivals and promot¬ 
ing it, that they may enrich them¬ 
selves by the extinction of competi¬ 
tion, as is the practice in some lines 
of business, they are helping them 
to maintain their standing.

j John McNeil. 

This person, familiarly known as 
“Big John,” to distinguish him 
from two or three other coteni|>ora- 
rv Johns, is deserving of special 
mention as a citizen of prominence 
aud marked influence and useful* 
ness, iu the community, in his day. 

He was l>orn April 20, 1793 at 
the Swago mill, now in possession 
of the McCliatics. His parents 
were Johnathan and Phoebe Me* 
Neil. The mother was a daughter 
of Moses Moore, the renowued pion 
eer, hunter and trapper. u Aunt 
Phoebe” was remarkable for her pi¬ 
ety, industry, cotnmou sense, can¬ 
dour, plainness of speaeh and kind¬ 
ness of li^art. She managed tbe 
grist-mill for years, takiug off and 
puttiug on the sacks of jueal aud 
flour with amazouian dexterity and 
ease. lu later years she merely

By diligent selfiuiprovement in 
the meanwhile he acquired all that 
was deemed essential at that peri¬ 
od, to fit himself for a teacher.. He 
taught school for many years and 
educated his own family and the 
families of his neighbors. 

For much of bis enrty life there 
were no physicians resident nearer 
than Warm Springs arid Lewis- 
bnrg. Conseqnenfjy/ sick people 
liad to rely npon improvised home 
treatment. Mr McNeil procured 
and read medical l»ookH, and with 
tho assistance of Dianah Saunders, 
and others experienced In ursing the 
sick, the sick people of Swago and 
vicinity were remarkably well car 
ed for. In the later years of his 
life lie was sent for from other 
neighborhoods. These services 
were in the main gratuitously ren¬ 
dered.

| Briggs, try to do him justice by ad- 
miting that in his trial he has been 
twice put in jeopardy, while other 
editors claim that it was the same 
old jeopardy. The editor of the Po 
cnhontHs 7 Yuum thinks that it is the 
same old jeopardy of eternal datnna 
tion that he suffers from more than 
any thing else. 7'he constitution 
says that a man shall not for the 
same ofl'ense tie twice put In jeopar¬ 
dy of life, limly or liberty. Howev¬

Mr. N. J. Brown, of Mill Point 
Robbed of Over $545.00 and 
* . Almost Killed. 


* Probable the-cooled and moat 
darns robbery ever coitlm ttert In 
the County took place at Mill Point 
last Friday ni^M^iibout eight 
o’clock. 

An Mr. N. J. Brown was Bitting 
in hi* afore enj«»\ ing a cigar, some 
friends and cnMtoraer* having jnat 
left, two men wiJi faces blacked 
entered and demanded’ his money 
*t'fl)6 point of a pistol. Mr. Brown 
thinking it was .some friends trying 
to scare him, reached the stub of 
his cigar to them, when one of thom 
whacked him over the head with a 
club that they also carried.- \1r. 
Brown was still sitting in his chair 
when the vidian struck him, and m 
a second alter when he * recovered 
from the shock he raised and grap* 
pcled with the assailant, when _th% 
other one stiuck limf on the 
.wrist J and re|>eate<Hy over 
the head with a short club until Mr. 
Browil was too Weak to further do 
fend himself, and not having any¬ 
thing th defend himself with,bad to 
sit down. The robbers thou de¬ 
manded of him to unlock the safe, 
and the safe being unlocked, not 
having been yet locked for the 
night Mr. Brown loldthemso. They 
then took all the money in if, rilled 
the cash drawer of the store ami 
his pockets, getting in all $345.09 — 
about $315.00 of which was Mr. 
Brown's and the remainder be 
longed to some one else, who had 
left it I here for qafe keeping. 

One of them rifled the tills while 

• r * s 

the other guarded Mr. Brown, and 
attended Irs necessary wants, ancii 
as giving him water sevenit times, 
&c., and enquiring of hint how 
much money his pal was getting 
from each till, probably thinking it 
would be valuable information to 
him when lie called for a devide of 
the spoils. 

After advising Mr. Brown that if 
he loft the store within 50 minutes 
lie would be a dead man,mid telling 
him that they did not suppose be 
woftld nc<ed any more money they 
loft. 

Mr. Brown then being very weak 
(from the loss of blood, after a short 
time he made his way up to Mr. 
Isaac McNYtfNr a “abort distance 
from the stojc, and informed him of 
what had taken place. Mr. Brown 
then with the assistance of Mr. 
McNert went to Dr. Wallace’s also 
only a short distance away and bail 
him dress his wounds, which were 
several severe cuts and bruises 
on the head and a fractured wrist. 
He was then taken to his room. 

It being very dark not hing-cooId 
be done toward tracking or hunting 
for the robliers, and the next morn¬ 
ing it was found that they had sto¬ 
len two horses , from Mr. Thomas 
Smith who lives about a mile and a 
half below Academy. Mr. Smith 
finding his horses gone followed 
their tracts, and fonnfi them near 
Lewisburg, where the robbers 
ahaudouod them aud left them in 
the road.

Scattered throughout the 2,807 
counties of the United States there 
are nearly (55,000 posioffice*. OT 
these about 10,(KM) are money order 
offices, leaving nearly 55,IH)0 that 
have no other way of transmitting 
money Of valuable matter than by 
registered mail. These are mostly, 
if uoi entirely, rural offices, remote 
from bank. Last year the number 
of registered pieces of mail was 
11,148,960, of which there were lost 
or destroyed 918 pieces. While 
tbe revenue from the registry busi¬ 
ness amounted to 91,238,906, not a 
cent of fudemnity was paid to make 
good these losses.

Ahoot 1750 John Wilson and 
Bowyer Miller located on Jackaon 
River, now Highland County, Va. 
Mr. Wilaou settled at the mouth or 
Peak or Stony Ran, while Miller at 
Wilaonville, farther up. 

Daring Brsddock's war, Mr. Mil¬ 
ler refogeed to Tinkling Spring, 
finally across the Bine Ridge, leav¬ 
ing land, honae and property an 
cared for.' 

About 1856 Mr. Wilson refogeed 
near Greenville, taking bis movable 
property with him. Bat finding it 
impossible to get solisiateuce, sent 
bis borsen and cattle back, and em¬ 
ployed some one to do the ranging 
and salting.

Tom’s sister Sosan took the lead 
in all this search for Tom. 8he was 
well nigh rrantic with grief. At 
ITeqnent times she would cry oat, 
as Hhe went iu advance of tbe party 
by fifteen or twenty yards : “Here 
are my poor brother’s tracks 1” 

Upon reaching the top of Back 
Creek Mountain, it was thought 
best to go no farther, as fonrteeu 
men conld do nothing with so many 
savages as the signs indicated. It 
was with great difficulty that Busan 
could be prevailed on to return 
withont forcible measures. For 
years nothing was heart! from Tom. 
He died of lever soon after his cap¬ 
ture. In some future sketch it will 
ap|>eur how information was ob¬ 
tained of bis subsequent fate.

County Court. 

The County Court convened in 
special-session last Monday, and 
confirmed the sale of the court¬ 
house property at Huntersville, to 
CoL JL £L Turk, of Staunton, for 
$825. This property consists- ofj 
the old oourt-house, the old jail, 
the new jail, and comprises about 
2 acres of laud. It is about the 
cheapest real estate ever sold in 
Hunterevjlle.. 


Shall ths Court-House be Re¬ 
moved? 

This is a question to be deter¬ 
mined bv the voters of this county 
at the election next week. There 
should be no doubt as to the re¬ 
sult. 

M&riinton is nearer‘geographi¬ 
cally, as well as in point of popula¬ 
tion to the center of the county. 
The new court-house and jail at 
this place are nearing completion; 
already eleven thousand dollars 
have been paid to the contractor, 
for their construction, and the ree- 
idue of the $28,932 has been pro¬ 
vided for by proper levy, by the 
County Court, and when the taxes 
aite paid this year, the new court¬ 
house and jail will have been paid 
for, and whether the court-house is 
removed to Huntersville or not, 
the court-house and jail at Marlin¬ 
ton must now be paid for in full; 
because there is a oomplete and 
binding contract between the 
County Court and the Manly Man¬ 
ufacturing Company, upon the va¬ 
lidity of which the Cirouit Court 
has already passed in the suit of J. 
H. Doyle and others against the 
County Court, in'dissolving the in¬ 
junction granted the plaintiffs. 
The old court-house and jail have 
been sold, and the sale unanimous¬ 
ly confirmed by the County Court. 
What then could be gained by re¬ 
moving the oourt-house to Hun¬ 
tersville? 

The taxes are levied and must be 

E aid, and removing the court- 
ouse to Huntereville will not re¬ 
lieve the tax-payers or stop the 
Sheriff from collecting the taxes. 
And if the court-house is removed 
to Huntersville, what is the first 
thing tQ do to save paying taxes— 
is it not to buy back the lot upon 
which the old oourt-house stands, 
from the purchaser. I do not say 
buy the old court-house and jail 
because we have all experienced 
the conveniences and comforts of 
the old court-house sufficiently to 
never desire t6 go through them 
again; and as to the jail! its secu¬ 
rity was tested -only a week or so 
ago, when Georgtf Gray walked out 

° Why tfnm ub^ilon all the raK 
ey now invested, in the new build¬ 
ings at Marlinton, simply to bene¬ 
fit two or three individuals at Hun¬ 
tersville, at great inconvenience to 
a. great majority - of the people of 
the county? 

The person who tells the voters 
of this county that the expense of 
erecting the new buildings at Mar- 
Unton nas just commenced and 
that it will require several levies 
yet to complete them, is either a. 
jabbering idiot or a willfulaqajna- 
licious falsifier, and uses this foul 
means to get votes for removal. 

WiU ttte people of this county 
vote to abandon a $28,93$ court¬ 
house and jail at Marlinton in or¬ 
der that they may have the privi¬

At the same 
term of said court, a levy for an 
additional sum, to-wit $15,917.26, 
which Bum in connection with the 
$5000 to be paid by Col. J. T. Me- 
GraW and othere, makes $33,518.41 
the gross sum already provided for 
building the Court-House and Jail 
complete n!t the cantract price of 
$28,932. leaving a balance fo coun¬ 
ty expebce of $4,686.41 to be used 
in paying running expenses. 

The entire nmoupt to complete 
the buildings is now levied, and 
the buildings are now Well advanc¬ 
ed in construction.

^lany of the finest woods in cx 
istence are yet unknown, or only 
slightly known, to the manufactur¬ 
ers ol wood in the civilized world. 
The woods of Central .and South 
America are, perhaps, the most re¬ 
markable as well as the least known. 
Iu the yet untouched forests of this 
continent are many woods far finer 
thau anv of those now iu use. 
These wobds range from pure white 
to jet black in color, and many of 
them are most beautifully marked 
aiid veined, Jgmne of them are so 
hard that tmy torn the edges of 
axes, chisels, and other tools, while 
the baud saw cuts them only slowly. 
In the Columbian Exposiou there 
were nuruy displays of little known 
woods, and the finest of them were 
those Argentine Republic.

AH 
along the eastern slopes of the An 
des, up to the snow line on those 
great elevutons, throughout all the 
great river vallevs, and income of 
the wide acres of level country iu 
South America are great forests of 
fine woods that a»e specially fit for 
the finest eabinet and furniture 
work, and also for shipbuilding, 
carpentry, and other industrial arts 
in which wood is the “raw material.” 
These great forests are uow an nn 
►known quantity in the commrcial 
world, hut they will couie rapidly 
into the knowledge of tpen and into 
industrial use whep. once the-rail- 
roftTT'has reached tlem.. Before 
many years, it is safe to predict, the 
South America and Central Ameri 
ca republics will be threaded by 
railroads. And rben those wonderful 
woods will he drawn upon to supply 
the demand for new and fiudwoode 
in all the civilized countries.—Ex.

ATTRACTIVE VIEW. 

Mauy s people hare travelled the 
road from the top of what is known 
as the Viue Mountain to Hillsboro, 
unaware of its attractions. .Shortly 
after leaving the top of the moan, 
taiu one emerges from the-deeply 
shaded timber to an eminence in 
the road from which the !**autifol 
valley from Mill Point to the foot of 
the Droop Mountain, suddenly 
burata upon the view with all/ its 
surpassing grandeur. No lover of 
ihe be iutiful ever passed the place 
with halting, arid contemplating In 
profound nileuoc, the imposing scene 
outstretched before him. The vil¬ 
lage with its church spirea pointing 
heavenward, farm house* dotted 
here aud there, groveij of timber, 
winding roads, and inagnificient 
fields of waving grain bathed in the 
sunlight of a* Juue^tnorning, make 
up a scene of grandeur beyond the 
|K>wer of the |>eo to describe. Go¬ 
ing perhaps three quarters of a mile 
from this plaee we find but a short 
distance from tie road side wliat is 
known as the Moccasin Spring. 
Many years ago a banter tired out 
with the day’s sport, dropped down 
in this secluded spot to recu|>erate. 
V r bile siltingtlieie meditating upon 
the ups aud downs of*a hunter's 
life, aud other things in genetal, he 
saw some water trickling from a 
large rock, being thirsty and no 
water near him, he cut with a 
hatchet, a neat little trough in the 
rock to catch the water. While 
waiting for the trough to fill he dis¬ 
covered a Paige moccasin snake ly¬ 
ing near him, he dispatched it, and 
from that time, the place has gone 
by the name of the Moccasin Spring. 
Although the stream that supplies 
the spring is very weak, it never 
fails, and go there wbetf you? will 
you will find it slowly trickling, and 
the little trough ill .the rock full'. 
The next and' last place we shall 
mention on the road, is the Rattle¬ 
snake Deu at the T*r PI J *ue near 
the toot of the mountain* Who is 
there in Hillsboro-that' does not 
know of tlie Rattlesnake Den T 
and bavn’t some o^us lieeu tilled 
with a uainetesH'dretjd os we cau¬ 
tiously picked our way through the 
labyrinth of|Unn»l that leads to the 
home of tlie deadly, rattler. The 
D«dl is situated among some large 
ro^ks, surrounded ;by a heavy 
growth of laurel. No wilder, 
rougher, spot.can lie found in tlmt 
section of country.. There was a 
time when the Deu was full of rat 
tie-snakes, but'*of late years they 
are not so^pleutjful. They rftill 
can be found there, 1 however, aud 
the.time to look for them is in the 
spring when the weather liegins to 
warm up.

— Mrs. Mary Hackman, on the; 

i odmn Draft, has a pillow case 
jade, of material woven about 
1780. It was first used as a dress 
by old Mrs. Brown when a little 
girl. It is of cotton, picked, card¬ 
ed, and spun on the little wheeL 
The old people say that cotton 
just froan the pod was more diffi- 
■ cult to pick than wool full of burs, 
v It must have been a tiresome task. 
—There is an old outfit for mak¬ 
ing saltpetre in the cave from 
which Swago creek rises. It was 
used in the manufacture of gun¬ 
powder. Jonathan McNeil had a 
gunpowder factory in the old stone 
house near Withrow McClintic’s 
mill. It was in operation during 
the war of 1812. As there was a 
blockade, powder became scarce, 
and as tnis was a hunting country, 
and a country infested with In¬ 
dians, it was absolutely necessary 
to'have powder. 

—Mrs. Jnlia Sharp, at Edray, 
has an heirloom in her possession 
that is very interesting and is high¬ 
ly prized. It is a doable bed¬ 
spread, and was woven .in colors 
and figures. The material is cot¬ 
ton and wool; picked, sheared, 
carded, and spun by hand, and 
then doubled and twisted. It has 
been in nee about a hundred years, 
and shows bat littfle sign of wear¬ 
ing out. ‘It was woven by one 
Henry Jonas, a professional weav¬ 
er, who had the stone house at the 
•Swago mill built to color and 
•weave in. Either side of the fab¬ 
ric is the right.,side, and so it may 
be equivalent'to two spreads in 
•one. M*. Jones died in Nicholas 
County, about 1862, at a very ad¬ 
vanced age. He wove with sixteen 
Ireadlre. •_ 


—In looking over onr exchang¬ 
es and reflecting upon the state of 
affaire over onr country as present¬ 
ed in the jonrnals^ the writer feels 
that the people of this county are 
those whose lines have fallen in 
abont as pleasant places as the 
earth affords at present. While 
we read of Legislatures appropria¬ 
ting hundreds of thousands to pur¬ 
chase seed grain, for farmers, and 
food for hungry people, and how 
people in towns go to bed to keep 
warm for want of light and fuel, 
when so far as known to ns onr 
people Have a plenty of the neoes- 
saries of life, many of its comforts, 
and not a few of its luxuries. 
Talking over hard times, and brood¬ 
ing over low prices, and short prof¬ 
its, all seem uncalled for. Our 
neighbors while seated before a, 
blazing fire, with barn, granary, 
and m e a t- tub well supplied, are the 
most fortunate of people, in spite 
of sixty-cent-wbeet, cheap corn, 
and two-dollar sheep with horses 
to throw in. 

—Maple sugar is being made in 
those camps from which the snow 
has disappeared. There is very 
little to be made in the manufac¬ 
ture of maple-sugar at ten cents a 
pound, and it is only bees use thrif¬ 
ty people are UBed to making every 
edge cat that its manufacture is 
carried on at all. When the sea¬ 
son is over they have perhaps fifty 
dollars worth of sugar and molas¬ 
ses, to say nothing of the beer, and 
are not behind with their other 
work,. _In. fact they have that 
where they would have had noth¬ 
ing. The exposure attending the 
work causte a lot of sickness. Thte 
ground generally wet and sloppy; 
op late at night; frozen on one 
side and hot pn the other by the 
fire; Bcalding yourself, or putting 
your eyes out with the smoke; 
these are some of the discomforts 
of the sugar-camp. 

—There was a row pn the street 
laBt Tuesday. Two young fellows 
got their fighting blood rip, and af¬ 
ter indulging in some highly sea¬ 
soned personal remarks, came to 
blows. They fell in the mud, antf 
the top man was pounding the un¬ 
der man. Quite a number of men 
got implicated and all of ns bystan¬ 
ders seemed to have a dark :: shspl- 
cion that the nearest man was an 
adversary. A fight was nearly 
caqsed by one part wishing to sep¬ 
arate them and another who said 
to let them fight it out. B. K 

Burns, Deputy-Sheriff, pulled 

them apart and dispelfad the war¬ 
like appearance, and the majesty 
of the law was upheld- One man 
was covered with blood and glory. 
No harm was done, and the bruises 
will just loosen the skin and make 
the boys grow. 

—One of the most aggravating 
things in a small way occurred to 
some of our town friendR last week, 
in connection with their bank. 
The trouble must first be ascribed 
to the irregularities of the mail ser¬ 
vice which has plunged us in a 
hopeless state of despondency for 
the past week or so. This firm was 
notified that they had a note of 
forty-odd dollars in bank due Feb. 
24—27. They sent the money in 
time, but it was delayed one day, 
and the bank received it on the 
28th. The note had been protest¬ 
ed and was sent back for collection, 
and on Saturday of that week pro¬ 
cess was served on the firm for the 
full amount of the note pins the 
protest fees. This made two sets 
of costs which will abont knock 
the profits off the transaction for 
which the note was given. 

—There was a six-foot raise jjn 
the river last week. The ice was 
well rotted before the flood, and so 
did not do any damage. Several 
rafts went by with their customary 
crew, and perhaps a horse or two 
to lighten the walk back. Captain 
Smith is down the river and has 
been driving no doubt. 

—In front of the original Rob¬ 
ert Moore dwelling, traces of which 
may be yet seen, are two Lombar¬ 
dy poplars, planted there nearly a 
century sihee, and perhaps the 
first of their kind west of the Al- 
leghanies, Though from sunny 
Italy, these trees flourished luxuri¬ 
antly until a few years since.

KILLED! 


MAI COLLINS KILLED NY CHAS. SLA VIM 

Vlolut Death ef ■ Noted Character. 

Ban. Collins, the here of a thous¬ 
and escapade*, the fiddler, and no 
ted For the number of eorapes 
through which he has come un¬ 
harmed, came to hie death from a 
shot From a Winchester rifl# in the 
hands of Charles Slavin, on Cheat 
Mountain, in the upper part of Po¬ 
cahontas Cnonty. last Saturday 
evening about doak. 

Green Bank district ie without a 
magistrate, so Justice William H. 
Grose, of Huntersville, wee sent 
lor to hold an inquest, Slaviu being 
arreated charged with the crime. 

THE JUBY. 

A jury consisting of the following 
gentlemen was empaneled at the 
home of Iba dead man: G. D. Oli¬ 
ver, W. A. Gladweil, .John II. Ral¬ 
ston, J. P. Wooddell, P. H. Hamil¬ 
ton, and C. G. Arbogast, with Dr. 
L. L. Little attending physician. 

THE EVIDENCE. 

The evidence giveu below ie the 
substance of the testimony of Jas¬ 
per Varner, Frank Houchin, Lee 
Collins, and Peter Kramer: It 
seeps that H am. Collins, Lee Col¬ 
lins, Jagper Varner, and Peter 
Kramer were coming from Cheat 
Bridge down the mountain to the 
Slavin Cabin, where Ham. lived. 
Ham, iivbo bad been drinking, stop¬ 
ped to talk to a man near Robert 
Kerr’s place. Jasper Varner went 
back to join him, the crowd bawiug 
passed on, and about the time they 
overtook tbair companions, Varner 
and Collins came to blows. Collins 
beat and abased Varner terribly; 
nearly biting his nose off, for one 
thing. This was abont a quarter o! 
a mile from Ham’alioase, and near 
Charles Blaviuta home. Slaviu 

beard the foes And took bis Win¬ 
chester rifle and started for the 
sceue, thinking that it was his 
brother that who was in a fight. 
He met Varner, who was coming 
away beaten and bruised, aud who 
told him what Was op. Slavin 

went on aud talked to Ham in a 
friendly manner,'until Kramer said, 
u Do yoo Lake np poilius’gnd Var¬ 
ner’s fight T” Hljivin said, ‘‘Don't 
know that I am £_and took bis guo 
off bis shonlder-. jlt seems that •he 
whole erowd, awLf cask .{lo«chiu, 
who bad come 4p with Slavin, join¬ 
ed in a struggle, to- disarm' Slavin. 
In the effort, the. struggling group 
went over the roadside, and the 
guo was discharged, the bullet en¬ 
tered the ground. Slaviu then 
wrenched the guu away, aud jump¬ 
ing aaide a lew steps, shot Ham, 
who was standing motionless a few 
yards away. Ham said “I’m kill 
ed,” and fell, and aa bn fell, Slavin 
fired again. Both balls 'ook effect 
in the left Bide and passed entirely 
through the body., ooe near the 
heart. Slavin went to Grat Sla 
vin’s, and Ham was carried home- 
SLAVIN’S EVIDENCE. 

The testimony of the prisoner 
varied iu some particulars. He 
said that be took bis gun down to 
throw it aaide and fight Kramar 
with bia fist, claiming be had insul¬ 
ted him by his words. That when 
they tried to disarm him he resisted, 
aud that when be found himself free, 
be mechanically threw a ball in bis 
Winchester, and that Ham started 
towards him with a drawn dirk. 
There was no knije of this kind 
found at the place of the tragedy. 

• THE VERDICT. 

“We tbs jury find that the de¬ 
ceased Ham Cnllips comes to bis 
death from two shots from a win 
Chester rifle iu the hands of Charles 
Slavin.” . r 

The dead man was buried at the 
Hoover graveyard on Tuesday. He 
was a man aged about fifty years, 
of immense frame, and has bad a 
checkered career. It is said that 
he saved the life of Gen. O. C. 
Watts, of Charleston, at one time 
by catching on his arm a blow 
aimed at Gen. Watts’ bead. His 
arm was broken. He had a row in 
RaDdpIph -county, broke jail and 
came to Pocahontas. He went to 
Bath on a trip in J893, had a big 
fight at the Hot Springs, was arres¬ 
ted and broke jail there. He came 
back and infixed from Clover Creek 
to Cheat Mountain. He leaves 
several children. 

Charles Slaviu is a rfftive of Po- 
calioutas, and is quite a young man. 
He was tried a few years ago (or 
catting a mao, but was cleared of 
the ebarge of felony on the grounds 
of self defense. He is in jail at 
Huntersville. v 

As usual in such cases there is 
much feeling aronsed. Slavin Is 
well connected and well -liked and 
many who are in a position to judge 
assert bis action was justifiable. 


AH the country has said that there 
was sate to he blood spilt between 
Collins and the Slavln’s, and Slavin 
was onoe held op by Collin#. The 
evidence given to our readers this 
week is against Slavin but the pub¬ 
lic will do well to bear in mind that 
tbeie are two sides to this case and 
the prisoner has much evidence ha 
bis favor not yet produced. 

Public sentiment is with Blavin.

A DESCRIPTION OF ITS CONVENIENCES. 
BY TOT AROHITEOTUBAL KD1TOK. 

Tbs new jail proper is absolutely 
fireproof, for all exterior ahd interi¬ 
or walls are solid brick, ail floors 
aod ceilings are solid cement oen- 
crete packed on arches that are 
carried by steel girders from wall 
to wall, and tbe roof fs covered 
with slate. There being practically 
no wood to decay;'ther# will be no 
expensive repaint or renewals need 
ed for generations to fbllow. There 
are no hollow places in walls or 
floors to harbor vermin, tbe best of 
all buildings tor indiscriminate col. 
lections of humanity,' The walla 
are laid aud plastered and will 
harden year after year. 

The design as is shown in onr ex¬ 
terior view, while indicating a com 
pact whole, embraces three distinct 
divisions, to-wit i A residence in 
front, and office, guard room, hospi 
tal room, aod detention room, inter 
mediate aod jail proper in the rear. 
These several departments are as 
fully separated by solid walls as 
though under separate roofs. Tbe 
rosiiieuce has central halls and 
Htaircaae, with parlor and family 
room on this floor. Tbe basement 
lias dining room, kitchen, furnace 
aud fuel room. Ou tbe first and 
second floors each room ban a nice 
oak mantelpiece artistically design¬ 
ed. 

All doors have movable tran¬ 
soms, and the fiuish is polished 
aun varnished in a superior manuer 

Tbe prisoners all euter tbe jail 
through the guard room in the iu- 
termediuto department, liere'ard 
located the inapeciion and search 
rooms, the hospital, iamale and 
light^offeuse aud detention cells. 
This liemg the ouly eutrauoe to the 
roar cage room, which is built of 
two tiers of cells. Two floors have 
beeu fitted enabling peifect separa¬ 
tion of races, aud^s each floor has 
four cells, two on-each side opening 
into a central exercise, or prison 
er's, corridor, and as each cell is as 
independent of the others as are 
the rooms in a hotel similarly ar- 
tanged, it is possible to make far¬ 
ther a perfect classification Of tbe 
prisoners, bat it will hardly be nec¬ 
essary for years to assign so niauy 
to a compartment. ' 

These cells with their central ex¬ 
ercise or prisoners corridors, are 
ueste together and enclosed on all- 
aides aud below and above with a 
burglar proof grating, and ouoe in¬ 
carcerated the whole jail life of tfie 
prisoner is in this cage, and if tbe 
rules are adhered to tb® jailer will 
always have a steel wall between 
him and bis guests, although the 
latter will be auder close scrutiny 
and absolute observation at all 
times from the jailer’s corridor 
which extends all arouud the cage. 

Food is handed to tbe priHoncrn 
through suitable opeuiugs iu outer 
gratings. There is a large tank of 
water near tbe top of each cell 
within reach of its inmates, so that 
this great necessity is at the indi¬ 
vidual commaud of eAch unfortu¬ 
nate. This tank also serves as a 
flushing reservoir tor the iron hop¬ 
per closet placed in each cell and 
couDected by scientifically trapped 
pipes and sewer. This provides for 
tbe immediate disposal of all excre : 
meut, and removes tbe greatest oh 
jfectiou to former jails. 

As baa beeu stated, the doors of 
each cell open into tbe central exer¬ 
cise or prisoners corridor on either 
side. This is wider than our ordi 
nary rooms. Oar interior sketch 
shows it in part, and at roar end 
can be seen the prisoner’s bath 
tank. At the front of this picture 
the open door to this corridor shows 
the - only entrance to the cage 
the upper right band corner 
shows an open box in vbicb are 
levers moving a system of bolts 
over the doors of each cell and a 
separate lever lor each door enables 
tbe jailer to arrange tbe exercise 
periods for each cell independent 
of all others, and this without en¬ 
tering the cage or coming in con¬ 
tact with the prisoners. 

Additional locks are provided 
for all doors, but they are placed 
and removed, while tbe corridor is 
empty, and while Jhe doors are 
locked by tbe bolte/tobjever box is 
provided with teiftale\gjuiading 
devices requiring all levenr*-to be 
thrown and also locked iu their 
places before the door of the box 
can be cldhed. The bolts are also 
arranged so that they cannot be 
moved while the door is open, all ot 
which is to preclude mistakes or 
carelessness by tbe jailer. The 
steel floors of tbe cells ami corri¬ 
dors are overlaid with imported ce- 
ment, giving a comfortable; artifl 
> cial stone sarfaoe easily kept dean. 


Lack of space prevents reference 
to the nwny special features oT tb® 
jail construction, which are the re¬ 
sult of many years of experience 
aod investigation, bat tbe cage ma¬ 
terial is a combination of tensile or 
“blow proof setter and crucible or 
“saw proof ateel, aod tbe report 
of Peck’s beat metal worker. Rob¬ 
ert Barns, appointed by ’he Board 
of Commissioners to folly test every 
tool proof bar in these cells, estab¬ 
lished the fact that every one, ag¬ 
gregating upwards of a thousand, 
bus had Aeveo trials, and is tool 
proof and satisfactory. 

Tbe Manly Maunfactnring t'o., of 
Dalton, Georgia, the only jail hnild- 
ers in tbe Booth, who contracted 
for and completed the entire work, 
state ’bat this is the first Instance 
in which Bach careful scrutiny has 
been given by conniy officials.. 

Those of the tax payers who are 
capable of judging the work, say it, 
is 'undoubtedly creditable to nil 
concerned, and pleases many of 
those who have examined it, and 
Times gives this sketch and these 
illustrations for the benefit of those 
who can not make a personal exam¬ 
ination of the boilding.

during month of March, 1894. 

The month of March, 1894, wi'l 
long he remembered as a remarka¬

Railroad Prospects 

The following extract of on arti¬ 
cle which nppeared in a recent is¬ 
sue of the Wheeling Register and 
makes interesting reading for the 
people of this section even if it is 
no news: 

It is not in any one locality that 
confidence is shown, but all the 
energy which for several years has 
been pent up, seems now to have 
broken out in all parts of the State 
at once, and railroad building in a 
dozen or mane counties will soon 
follow. 

The most recent announcement 
made upon apparent good authori¬ 
ty, is that sufficient financial aid 
has been secured in New York 
within the past week to insure the 
construction of the Chesapeake & 
Western railroad, which is to run 
from Marlinton, the county- seat of 
rocahoutas, to a connection with 
the Chesapeake and Ohio railroad 
somewhere in Virginia, either at 
the Warm Springs or somewhere 
in the vicinity of Staunton. Col. 
McGraw, who has been for years 
endeavoring to get a railroad into 
Pocuhoutas, is said to have practi¬ 
cally confirmed the statement that 
the road is now assured, and it is 
said that work will be commenced 
this summer. Col. McGraw, who 
has large interest in Pocuhontas 
county, had plans almost perfected 
a few years ago, by which the West 
Virginia and Pittsburg railroad 
was to be extended from Camden- 
on-the Gauley to Marlinton, where 
it was to be met by the Chesapeake 
and Ohio, which was to run a 
branch line up from Covington, 
Va., to that point. The C. & O. 
brunch was built as far as Warm 
Springs, Vn., where it stopped, and 
neither it nor the W. Va. & P. has 
since gone any nearer to Pocahon¬ 
tas county. It is now practically 
settled that neither of these roads 
will enter Pocahontas. The W. 
Va. & P. consideres Pocahontas 
county outside of its territory, and 
the C. & O. has evidently give up 
all intention of reaching it. But 
the building of the Cnesapeake 
and Western will give

for the magnificent pine, hemlock 
and hardwood timber of Pocahon¬ 
tas county, and bring a splendid 
county into closer communication 
with the outside world. The Davises 
have had their eyes on Pocahontas 
county toY some time, and it is 
their intention to extend the West 
Virginia Central up through Min¬ 
go Flats and Edray into Pocahon¬ 
tas county. The building of the 
Chesapeake and Western will no 
doubt hasten them, and the two 
roads will no boubt connect at 
Marlinton.

Last'Murder by Indians in this 
State. 

This month marks the centen¬ 
nial of the last Indian depredation 
and murder committed in this 
State. In the month of June, 
1795, a party of Indians visited the 
houso of John Bozarth, situated 
on Leading Creek, near Buckh#n- 
non. Mr. Bozarth and sons George 
and John, were engaged in draw¬ 
ing groin from the field to the 
barn, when they heard agonizing 
shrieks in tho direction of the 
house. They deserted their team 
and started for home, but before 
arriving sighted Indians nt the 
house. One Indian took aim and 
fired at George, who wns in front, 
but as the Indian wns about to fin* 
George fell down ns if dead, though 
unhurt. The Indian pursued the 
father, who made good hiB escape 
in flight. George got up after tne 
Indian passed him by and escaped 
him also. The younger son John 
was killed. The Indians at the 
house killed two or three Bmall 
children aiid took Mrs. Bozarth 
and two boys prisoners. With 
these they returned to their towns 
and surrendered to Gen. Wayne 
who had succeeded in effecting a 
treaty of peace .—Clarksburg

The Typewriter. 

Typewriters have a great educa- 
onal value—a value which manu¬ 
facturers have, doubtless, inoluded 
in the price they charge for the 
machine. In ordinary pen-writing 
a blot, well placed, will save a man a 
search in the dictionary. When¬ 
ever you don’t know how to Bpell a 
word yon can either blot the place, 
or slur over the whole letter, and 
write "In haste” at the bottom of 
it. This endears the pen to Ox¬ 
ford and Cambridge men who 
don’t know how to spell. With a 
typ« writer you are compelled to 
spend much valuable time over a 
dietionary, which is an uninterest¬ 
ing hook. Human nature is a cur¬ 
iously perverse thing. Men who 
ought to use a typewriter will have 
nothing to do with it, while others 
who write a plain, legible hand use 
the machine. There are two fam¬ 
ous literary men in this conntry 
who write to me occasionally, 
whose letters I never even attempt 
to read. However, as a person 
likes to reply to a letter if it is civ¬ 
il, and as one has some curiojjty 
to know what a letter is about be¬ 
fore answering it, I always forward 
these epistles to the patient printer, 
who sets thefn np in type and 
sends me a proof. A compositor 
can tead anything, and it is a bles¬ 
sing he is able to do so. I dare 
mention no names, although .1 
would like to make these two men 
ashamed of. themselves. Then 
take another two. Both are won¬ 
derful story-tellers, and both write 
hands as plain as print, yet each 
uses a typewriter. The handwrit¬ 
ing of one is neat, delicate,- and 
very legible. I might mention his 
name bat that would be another 
story, and it wouldn’t do. The 
other writes a strong, bold hand as 
plain as a signboard, which Sher¬ 
lock Holmes could road as he Tan 
after a criminal. The same deli¬ 
cacy that influence me in the other 
cases also prevents me from nam¬ 
ing him t 

Constant companionship with a 
typewriting machine has a sooth¬ 
ing and elevating influence on a 
man. No hard drinker, for in¬ 
stance, can use a typewriter. His 
nerves must be in good order, or 
he will strike the wrong letters, and 
mangle np his copy. I know a 
case of this kind whrch led to the 
reformation of a man. He was 
typewriter and stenographer fora 
firm in Oxford Street.

The assessors assist in val¬ 
uing the property, and we have no 
doubt that the property is put 
down at a more or less uniform 
value. They Cannot get at the 
amount of wealth, however. 'Do 
what they will, they cannot force a 
man to disclose the amount of 
money he owns in bonds and oth- 
jr evidences of debt.

who reads this Were he off 
twice the 1 amount of his tax-ticket 
for his property, in cash, he would 
refuse to give it up. Yet the fash¬ 
ion has become such that the most 
morbidly oonscientions man, out 
of self-defense, is compelled to 
give in his property at the same 
rate - as his neighbor; and swear 
that it is the cash value. As must 
often happen, an individual finds 
that he is unjustly assessed, even 
tho the amount at which his prop¬ 
erty is charged is below its propor¬ 
tionate valne. It can easily be so 

and still not be in proportion to 
the rat6 of the average assessment. 
In such case ho- finds his hands 
tied, for if he asks that it be reduc¬ 
ed, he ia confronted with the ques¬ 
tion whether. he would take that 
amount for his property or not. 
Another feature of taxation has 
gone wrong for the farmer in this 
State, tho it benefits those of oar 
county. That is, nothing is charg¬ 
ed on the products of the- year. 
Thus manufacturers and other cor¬ 
porations do not pay for their out¬ 
put as it has all been produoed 
within the year. For this reason, 
the taxable property of the State 
is less than it was when the State 
was firet formed. It lets the farm¬ 
er off from paying on stock less 
than a year old, and for his cropi. 
In doing this the merchants and 
manufacturers escape an enormous 
tax, and, taking into consideration 
the fact that the farmers own the 
land, it is easily seen from what 
class the taxes of the State are 
raised. 

A neighbor who had been sel¬ 
ling me wbat eggs I need on the 
farm for two years told me that my 
hens needed corn soaked in brine, 
and that I would find this a good 
thing, as it would also have a ten¬ 
dency to keep them out of the gar¬ 
den, but not out of a future state. 

We farmers believe to readily 
what is told us. We are not con¬ 
servative enough, especiall when 
we go to town. Politically, too;

Some 
seem to think the ratio proposed 
means that an ounce of gold 
equals in value sixteen ounces of 
silver. There are others who think 
it means sixteen silver dollare are 
to be coined to one gold dollar. 
There may be other ideas, but they 
have not been in evidenoe as yet. 
So far then as the writer can see 
into the question, it means this: 
Free ooinage moans the coinage of 
of silver without toll or charge for 
mintage; free and unlimited coin¬ 
age would coin all the silver bul¬ 
lion, without charge, that would be 
sent into the mint. Tho .ratio of 
sixteen to one indicates that in 
this proposed free and unlimited 
ooinage the silver dollar is to con¬ 
tain-Sixteen times as many grains 
of silver as there may be grains of 
gold in the gold dollar. In brief, 
the silver dollar is to be sixteen 
times heavier than the gold dollar, 
without regard to the value of the 
metal to be put into each coin re¬ 
spectively. If this explanation 
does not explain, let us hear from 
our readers.

Jonh Bnck¬ 
ley, their eldest child, was but two 
weeks old when his parents sot out 
on their pack horses for their now 
home, in the month of March. 

Upon their arrival they oocnpied 
a deserted hunter's camp, and on 
the same day Mr Bnckley took the 
suffering, jaded horeee to Mr John

Abont the time Joseph Bnckley 
became a grown man, his father 
had five hogs fattening at the 
upper end of the orchard. One 
night a panther came and carried 
the whole lot to Cook’s Ban, piled 
them up, and oovered them over 
with leaves and earth. The father 
and his sons watched for several 
nights, and finally the old panther 
came with her cubs. She was shot 
and the cabs captured and kept 
for peta.

The trout is one of .the most 
voracious fish of any water. They 
have teeth which cut the bait to 
pieces and when they bite they 
bite hard, but when they are not 
biting^ nothing can induce them to 
bite.

Number of 
schools, 78; maintained at a cost of 
$9197, of which $3200 (about) was 
paid by the State. 

A detailed account of the work 
of the Institute cannot be given 
here, aud this report can only no¬ 
tice pointedly except what has 
come under the writer’s observa¬ 
tion.

It becomes onr mournful duty to 
write memorial words of a much 
esteemed youth who has recently 

passed away. 

Frank Pruyn Barlow, the youn¬ 
gest ton of Amos Barlow, Esq., 
and Mra Mary Barlow, was born in 
Huntersville, West Virginia, ‘on 
March 6ttel880, and died J nly 14, 

1895, of typhoid fever, after an ill- 
neaa of tune days continuance and 
daring which he suffered extreme¬ 
ly. In recalling the history of this 
brief life, now so Badly quenched, 
there are quite a number of inter¬ 
esting matters that are worthy of 
notice, and are very consoling to 
remember. For he manifested at 
his early age many engaging traits 
giving brignt promise of his soon 
becoming a very estimable and 
useful man. 

For the past two or three years 
[Wa father has relied upon him as 

voluntary confidential clerk to' 
make a record of all the^ fanning 
operations and the management of 
the ’ live-stock. The well-filled 
memorandum book affords an ex¬ 
ample of accuracy and minnteness 
tn giving details that would do 
credit to older and experienced ob¬ 
servers. Nothing appears to have 
escaped his notioe, so closely did 
he attend the service he assumed 
of his own accord. All the settle¬ 
ments made by Frank’s book onmo 
off without a single dispute, uud 
proved perfectly correct and satis¬ 
factory. In fact he seems to have 
been a born business character for 
his aptitude- in this resj*ect was 
something wonderful for a person 
so young. 

The amiability of his disposition 
was another trait that may be re¬ 
garded as something qnite remark¬ 
able too, for he was never known 
to be oqt of temper, and ho was 
never known to speak an angry 
word to any one. At school he 
was a careful student and a faith¬ 
ful Sabbath School learner, always 
endeavoring to know his lessons 
well. A gentleman, whose oppor¬ 
tunities to know Frank were of the 
most favorable kind, remembere 
him aa one of the most piously in¬ 
clined little boys he was ever ac¬ 
quainted with. 

On the evening before his death 
sOme hours before his utterances 
he&tme inartioulate, he was heard 
reporting bis customary prayer, 
ana then called for Clarence, his 
little nephew to oome and 6ay bis 
pmyore tqo. 

With such suggestive and sig¬ 
nificant reoolleotions to cherish in 
reference to his brief history, it is 
just what mi^ht be expected thnt 
a sympathizing Christian friend 
should write such words as these 
in a letter of condolence addressed 
to tho bereaved pnrents: “Our 
good dear boy Frank has gone on 
before, but we trust and pray that 
some sweet day we shall all be 
safely gathered around the throne 
of Goaf, where there will be no 
more parting, no more sioknees, 
nor sadness, but one eternal joyful 
day. This life is given us to pre¬ 
pare for a bettor, life beyond tbe 

g rave; and those that nro called 
ome while voung escape the tri¬ 
als and troubles which attend a life 
in this world of sin. But how 
hard to give them up I God’s 
graoe alone, is sufficient for those 
things.” , 

The Lord gave,. the Lord haB 
taken away, blessed be the name 
of the Lord. 

A more pathetio scene was never 
witnessed in the vicinity of Hun¬ 
tersville than the burial of this 
milch lamentefl youth. The Sab¬ 
bath evening sun was about to go 
down with shadows pointing to tne 
sunrise. Hundreds of sympathet¬ 
ic friends, assembled from fur and 
near, reverently moved in proces¬ 
sion towards the green hill-side 
overlooking the.ecenes of his child¬ 
hood. There, close by the ride of 
his sister Agnes, who had triumph¬ 
antly passed away several years 
ago, his friends tenderly laid him 
down. 

Hia, grave was sodded and a 
floral cross and crown placed 
thereon just as twilight shades be¬ 
gan to render all dimly silent and 
more solemn still.

The 
government should make a sacri¬ 
fice to favour and protect its good 
families from such a humiliation, 
for it would be to its interest so to 
do. TUtf. minority should always 
aocure the fostering care of the 
majority if the best results ol a hu¬ 
mane and intelligent legislation 
are to be scoured. The trend is in 
a hopeful direction, and let the 
matter be carefully considered and 
all will bo well with our magnifi¬ 
cent West Virginia ppblic school 
system.

L. R. Steele, from Clay County, 
was in this town tracking an es, 
raped prisoner, one Ward Hand¬ 
el) aw, who was here on Easter 
Sunday. Handsbaw ia accused of 
two cold-blooded murdesa, and al¬ 
most every other crime in the cal¬ 
endar. He waylaid a sixteen year 
old boy, in Clay County, a year or 
so ago, and, thinking that he had 
money on hia person, shot him 
dead. He was arrested, but a gang 
of toughs opened the jail for nim, 
and since then he has been at 
large. He killed an, old man ( in 
Braxton in order to rob him, but 
by neither murder did he get any 
money. Since his escape he has 
broken into three stores. He lives 
in the mountains nearly the whole 
time, “sanging,” hunting, and fish¬ 
ing, accompanied by hia brother. 

He haa been much feared by the 
stock owners, for he has no scru¬ 
ples when it comes to killing a 
sheep or steer for dinner. He 
sleeps in the open air three-fourths 
of the year. 

Keeping to the woods as he 
does it requires a hunter to track 
him down. Steele was close on 
him on the 12th of April on Wil¬ 
liam’s River, and being sure that 
be had gotten in front of him, lay 
by all night to waylay him. That 
night the Handshaws came into 
Marlinton, got supper at the Mo- 
Laughlin House, refused a bed, 
and'camped in the Laden Bottom.) 
One begged breakfast of. S. L. j 
Brown and the other of Capt 
Smith the next morning, and went 
towards Academy. * Wnen Easter 
morning dawned on Steele, lying 
on William’s .River, there was a 
three-inch snow on the ground. 
This oovered all tracks, and he not 
expeoting the fugitives to come 
into £he settlement, proceeded 
through the mountains expecting 
to oome on them in Nicholas coun¬ 
ty where they have relations. 

Steele arrived here exactly two 
weeks behind them, and went from 
here again to Nicholas, as he 
thinks they took the Nicholas 
Road.

Incendiarism. 

Last Monday night, about two 
o’clock, the three wheat and oat 
stacks belonging to Giles Sharp, 
on Jacob Sharp’s farm, together 
with the thresher belonging to 
Bill McClure and Newton Friel, 
was discovered to be on fire, and 
the whole was destroyed. 

There can be little or no dojjbt 
bnt that it was the work of an in¬ 
cendiary. The thresher had moy-1 
ed to the stacks the evoning be¬ 
fore, and had comment'd to thresh. 
When the fire was discovered the 
threshing box was almost consum¬ 
ed, while the stacks had not been 
burning long. This makes it cer¬ 
tain that some evil-minded person 
had set fire to the machine. 

However the circumstance which 
fixes the fire os an incendiarism is 
the fact that McClnre & Friel had 
their former horse-power machine 
visited a few nights since and 
some cogs knocked out leaving the 
machine useless. They then pro-

Graphite. 

There can be little doubt but 
that the black metal we mentioned 
last week as having been found in 
various parts of the county anjl 
often mistaken for coal, is graphite 
or black lead from which lead pen¬ 
cils are made. It is of great value. 
The substance is found' in the 
Green Bank district and at other 
places in the oounty in the upper 
coal tppasnres. All account of the 
mineral is given by a standard 
work as follows: 

Black lead, graphite, or plumba¬ 
go, a mineral consisting ohiefly of 
carbon, but containing also more 
or lees of alumina, silicia, lime, iron 
etc., to the extent of 1 to 47 per 
cent, apparently mixed rather than 
chemically combined!' Black lead 
is the popular name, and that by 
which it is generally known in the 


it becomes foamy, and then sea¬ 
son with sugar to taste. Larger 
amounts in similar proportions, an 
egg to a pint. 

When one observes how the

name black lead, however, ought, 
perhaps, to be regarded as an un- 
f jrtunate one, as no lead enteis In¬ 
to the composition of the mineral. 
It sometimes occurs crystallised in 
short imbedded hexagonal prisms; 
but generally massivh, aud more or 
less radiated, foilated, scaly, or 
compact. It is of a grayish-black 
color, with a somewhat metallic 
lustre, and is perfectly opaque. It 
is greasy to the touch, and is a per¬ 
fect oondnetor of electricity. It is 
found in primary and transition 
rocks, as in gneiss, mica slate, 
quartz-rock, greenstone, aud clay- 
slate, and pretty abundantly in va¬ 
rious parts of the world. It is 
much more incombustible than ev¬ 
en anthracite (or blind coal), burn¬ 
ing with much difficulty even be¬ 
fore the blow-pipe, on which ac¬ 
count it is much used for the man¬ 
ufacture of crucibles or ‘melting 
pots which withstand great heat. 
These however are not made of 
mere black lead, but of black lead 
in powder mixed with half its 
weight of clay. Black lead is em¬ 
ployed for making pencils. It is 
also extensively employed to- give 
a black gloss to iron grates, stoves, 
railings, etc., and to diminish the 
friction of belts aud other parts of 
machinery. It is also much used 
by electricians. Lately it hi s b ‘en 
suggested os a lubricating rgent in 
the cartridges of rifles instead of 
lard or tallow.

Stone struck Blaine with his cane, 
Blaine returned • the blow, and a 
desperate tight ensued. Bluine 
hpd his ear bitten off, Stone was 
left unconscious oil'the field, and 
both were bound over to await-the 
action of the grahd jury .''—Hardy 
Hustler. 

“Last week, two prominent land- 
owners named Stone and Blaine of 
Pocahontas County, came to the 
Clerk’s office to settle a controver¬ 
sy concerning a tract of land.

Stone threw a 
paper-weight at'Blaine and knock- 1 
cd him down, and jumped on him 
and trampled him most brutally. 
The County Clerk, who tried to 
separate them, was dangerously cut 
by Blaine, and both were badly in¬ 
jured.

Peculiar Cipher. 

A cipher is a means of commu¬ 
nication in whioh words or combi¬ 
nations of words have a peculiar 
significance, known only to the 
parties interested. It is of value' 
in two ways. ‘ First, by its use im¬ 
portant i information may be trans¬ 
mitted secretly. Second, in tele¬ 
graphing, much money is saved by 
the use of single words which n ean 
whole sentences. Bnt that the use 
of a cipher requires judgment is 
illustrated by thq following inoi- 
yjent: 

A few years ago a prominent oil- 
producer of Pittsburg was putting 
down what is known as a “wildcat, 
that is, a well in the territory that 
had never been tested for oil. 

He was keeping the fact a pro¬ 
found secret, in order that, in oaae 
he got. a good well, he might with¬ 
out difficulty secure all tne leases 
he desired- in the vicjpity. He 
was on the ground himBelf, watch¬ 
ing’with great interest the indica¬ 
tions. Everything pointed to suc¬ 
cess. 

Two days before the well was ex¬ 
pected to “come in," he was unfor¬ 
tunately called home. Anxious 
about the result, he arranged with 
his contractor to telegraph him as 
soon as the drill reached the sand. 
He knew, however, that secrets will 
sometimes leak out of a telegraph 
office, and so he told the miller 
that the sentence, “Pine-trees grow 
tall,” tvould mean that he had 
struck oil. The driller seemed to 
understand the matter, and promis¬ 
ed to do as he was ordered. 

The mingled satisfaction and 
vexation of the producer may be 
imagined when, two days later, he 
received the following telegram: 

“Pine-treee grow tall. She’s 
squirting dean over the derrick." 

His hope that he should have no 
competitors for leasee was dis¬ 
appointed.—Sei.

—The fishing party composed of 
Staunton gentlemen among whom 
wns Capt. Bumgardner, passed s 
very pleasant time in Pocahontas. 
However the authorities in Bath 
were "onto” them and had a guard 
waiting their arrival at the State 
line. They -were compelled to 
turn back and go home by the 
Highland oounty route. The 
small-pox is especially feared in 
Bath because of Jne watering pla¬ 
ces of that cofinty, the citizens 
knowing that one oa«e would put 
an end to all the prefite of the sea- 
ron. A newspaper in Staunton 
offers five dollars for the discov¬ 
ery of a case there, thereby proving 
in a negative way that no hmall-pox 
exists. When editors are tho* lavish 
with their big money, it has weight. 
But say a man is from Staunton 
and yon might as well kill him. 

—The Rockingham papers ar^ 
full of the Chesapeake & Western 
Railroad. An exact location for 
the Bridgewater depot has been 
decided upon. It is believed the 
care will be at Dayton by the 4th 
of July, and at Bridgewater by the 
last of August. Tqe work is thus 
progressing between Harrisonburg 
and Dayton very finely. It is also 
reported several car-loads of mate¬ 
rial have reached Harrisonbnrg for 
Messrs Van Aiken & Hayp, who 
have contracted for grading, bridg¬ 
ing, and track-laying between 
Bridgewater, and Harrisonburg. 
These are among the large *-1 con¬ 
tractors in the Unitea States.

Being s school teacher m) self 
and baring had a considerable ex¬ 
perience In the business of school 
teaching, I would like to say some¬ 
thing through the columns of the 
Timbl to the teachers of Pocahou- 
taa oounty. 

Do any of the teachers think of 
the responsibility resting upon 
(hear, and that more than likely 
the character of a life depends up¬ 
on their teaching? I think they 
do, and I think they fee this re¬ 
sponsibility. Yet after they have 
labored unceasingly through their 
schools, how many patrons of oar 
free schools will say that the 
teachers have done the best they 
ooald? Very few. Let a young 
teacher in his first school make n 
mistake, and see where he will 
“land” “oot of the school-house at 
any rate." There ia no excuse for 
him among the patrons and “lees’’ 
amoqfr the trustees. If the trus¬ 
tees flo not dismiss the teacher, 
they’will not visit his school to see 
how he is getting along with his 
school, or even make any sugges¬ 
tion* that might make his Bchool 
a suooess. (I do not mean auy 
trustees that visit the schools un¬ 
der their charge, but those who do 
not are the ones to pull the shoe 
on.y One, yes, two trustees told 
me they never visited their school 
last year, and that the teacher wan 
“nogood,’’and kept no.order in 
[his school. Whose fault vai it? 
Ths trustees receive no pay for 
their services, and won’t visit the 
school, the greatest boon to cizili- 
zation and enlightenment on earth, 
yet they want the teachers to do 
ill the drudgery belonging to the 
school-house besides teaching. 

Ode trustee said to me in these 
words “You will have to build the 
fires and sweep the house in addi¬ 
tion lo teaching, because we' do 
not think it necessary to pay for it 
and it is part of your duty to do 
so.” 

I at once refused the school, and 
hope thnt every other teacher in 
the county will do so too. , ^ 

(Read Section 32 of chapter 66 
of the school law, Acts 1887.) The 
same trustee, also said, “Your 
studying is done, you have nothing 
else to do.” If Any teacher in the 
comity is done studying, he should 
leave the school-house forever. 

I know everv teacher will agree 
with UA that the -teaohere are 
compelled to study almost all the 
time ita school and out of,,school. 
So let every teacher do his duty to 
the very best of his ability; teach 
all he can, and try to make « suc- 
oess of himBelf in his schbol, and 
among his scholars, and if the 
trustees fail to visit him, he can 
ask them if they have dona thew 
duty aa they have sworn to db; 
and above everything else except 
teaching, let him keep good order 
in his school, regardless of what 
anybody else thinlcs, says, or does. 

There is nothing more honorable 
and more ennobling than school 
teaching. Therefore nil the ex- 
pt rienoed teachers should help the 
unexperienced ones to climb up 
the ladder of fame until they reach 
the top, for there is plenty of room 
at the top, and none at the bottom 
of the ladder. 

I would like to hear from every 
school teacher through the Times. 
Relate some of your experience in 
teaching. I believe it would be 
beneficial to nil the teachers, 
schools, and to the patronB of the 
schools.

Lately, hardly a night comes 
but what a party of men and boys 
are out in fishing waters with 
torches and gigs. The catches 
▼ary from almost nothing to forty 
or fifty pounds of fish a night. 
The town boys make up bells of 
cotton Ratting with wire and let 
them soak for a day or so in coal- 
oil. When night cornea they pick 
each one up with a kind or spit, 
take ooal-oil iu a can, aud their 
gigs, light their torches, and tak- 
iug to the water wade abreast up 
stream. Cursed be he who would 
try to keep a pace ahead of his 
comrades to get the first stroke at 
a fish. The ooal-oil torches give 
good light, but not so good aa the 
pine torches that country boys for¬ 
merly made, and which are less ex -1 
pensive. But the pine ia not easi -1 
ly obtained. 

If the water ia low and clear, it 
is considered very good Bport. The 
glare of the torches throws a pecu¬ 
liar light on the water. The eye 
soon beootnee expert in detecting 
fish lying on the i>ed of the river. 
The fish seem blinded and dazed 
and allow the men to oome up to 
them. Then the discoverer has 
the right to strike. It takes a sure 
hand, for the moment the blow 
falls the fieh da^ta away, unless it 
is pinned to the ground by the gig. 

A member of the party who 
misses fish is apt to fall into great 
disfavor. This sport takes every 
variety of fish in the waters, from 
the measly bomy-head to the basB. 
The sucker is the fish that is most¬ 
ly met with. Occasionally an eel 
is seen, but unless both hqnds are 
used, the weapon usually glances 
harmlessly from its tough hide, 
and it glides away. When an eel 
is see.n in these waters it is almost 
sure to lie a gigantic one. Among 
the prizes are the CAt-fish, ami, 
when any are captured, they are 

S onerally the biggest of the lot. 

here is always a possibility of 
meeting with some of the old, his¬ 
toric cat-fish that legend sayi'lnrk 
in every hole. Within two miles 
of this town there are said to be 
four cat-fish each one of which is 
not less than four feet long, and 
one down near Droop that will not 
come under six feet. A few bass 
are captured every night. They 
do not lie on-the bottom but swim 
in the water about half-way down. 
Wheh running from the party it is 
no unusual thing for bass to run 
ashore some "feignt or ten feet,- and 
be picked up aud bagged. * - 
The gigger capturesothhr thigns 
which are not considered desirable 
A muskrat,;-.very copimonly goes 
Crazy with the sudden light, and 
comes swimming and diving among 
the men. They push at. it with 
their gigs and kill it for Juck. 
Mud-tartles are generally secured 
and carried home by some one who 
"eats ’em.” 

The fish of ill-omen if a kind of 
a lizard called the dog-fish, which 
somewhat resembles a cat-fish. 
When many of these are ter "be 
found, the fishers had as well go 
home, for it is a fact established 
as old as the custom of gigging 
that when these pests are out that 
there will be no desirable fish in 
those watete. So they are particu¬ 
larly listed and foully dealt with. 

The party generally fishes for 
several hours, wading in that time 
perhaps Several miles. At first 
they niean to be wet up only to 
knees, but as the best fish are iu 
the pools, ai.dthe water here is so 
clear that they can be seen at a 
depth of six feet, the wader goes 
in inch by inch the chilly "water 
creeping up his form until he 
thinks Re will wade no deeper. 
Just at tins time lie usually steps 
from an offset, snd os likely as not 
drops his torch in the water, and 
comes up extinguished. If one of 
the party gets tired late in the 
night and wants to come home, it 
is slow death to wait until the ma¬ 
jority decide to go—aud that is the 
worst about gigging. The best i 6 
getting home to bed again cold 
and sleepy and very tired.
